New Directory 


Shows Increase 


Of 642,646 


Number Of Converts 
Exceeds 100,000 For © 
Third Time On Record 


‘New York—(NC)—There* are 
26,718,343 Catholics in the United 
States, Alaska and the Hawaiian 
Islands, an increase of 642,646 over 
last year ree ogg to the 1949 
Official Catholic irectory just 
oo here by P. J. Kenedy & 
ons, 


Seventeen dioceses reported no 
changes in Catholic population and 
15 reflected slight decreases, ‘but 


j}substantial gains were noted in 


the 93 other Sees. Archdioceses 
with more than 1,000,000 Catho- 
lic population are: Chicago, 1,657,- 
669; Boston, 1,283,282; New York, 
1,256,269, and Philadelphia 1,031,- 
866. Brooklyn with a Catholic 
population of 1,208,916 continued 
as the largest diocese, and Pitts- 
burgh is second with a population 
of 787,479. 


The Directory lists 181 mem- 
bers of the Hierarchy—four Car- 
dinals, 20 Archbishops and 157 
Bishops—largest number in the 
history of the Catholic Church in 
the United States. The publication 
notes the erection of the Diocese 
of Joliet, Ill., with the Most Rev. 
Martin D. McNamara as its first 
Bishop, and the appointment of 
nine new Bishops within the year 
to serve in the continental 
United States. The Directory lists 
23 Archdioceses and 102 Dioceses, 
and other jurisdictions, and notes 
that as of ica | 1, 1949, no 
Sees were vacant. Since that time 
two members of the Hierarchy 
were appointed — Bishop Charles 

pee ig Auxiliary of St, 
Louis, and Bishop John B. Grel- 
linger, Auxiliary of Green Bay. 

The Directory records an _ in- 
crease of 587 in the clergy, bring- 
ing the total in the nation to 
42,334, an all-time high. The 
Necrology lists 621 priests, Pro- 
fessed Religious listed in the Di- 
rectory include 7,302 Brothers and 
141,606 Sisters, an increase of 
490 Religious in the year. The 
directory notes that 61,122 Relig- 
ious are engaged in duties other 
than teaching. 


Full-time teaching staffs of all 
educational institutions under 
Catholic auspices has reached a 
record total of 104,962, an _ in- 
crease of 3,018, the Directory 
records. Among the teachers are 
7,376 priests, 3,540 Brothers, 432 
scholastics, 80,484 Sisters and 
13,130 lay teachers—1,284 more 
Religious and 1,734 more lay 
teachers than a year ago in Cath- 
olic schools, 

More exact compilation of statis- 
tics enabled the new Directory to 
report 14,277 parishes with resi- 
dent pastors, an inerease of 262, 
and 835 parishes without resident 
clergy, a decrease of 55—a record

possible of what is going on inside 
the chancery. Telephone communi- 
cation is interrupted. 

According to news dispatches, 
the police action was taken after 
the Archbishop had refused a de- 
mand by the ministry of education 
to permit control of all ingoing and 
outgoing correspondence, papers 
and telephone calls. This demand 


was based on a law dating back 
to 1847. 

Meanwhile, reports from Vienna 
declar, it to be “most unlikely” 
that Cardinal Mindszenty may soon 
be released and permitted to go to 
a western country. These rumors 
had been attributed by a news 
agency to Austrian “Roman Cath- 
olic Church sources.” Neither Cath- 
olic papers nor Catholic officials 
have circulated any rumors to that 
effect or denied them, the Vienna 
dispatch stated. Some of the re- 
ports quoted Hungarian Vice Pre- 
mier Matyas Rakosi as saying that 
“the Cardinal is no longer danger- 
ous to us and his release may

So it has been all over the world. 
After a union of the Protestant 
Church was effected with the State 
in England, Catholics were forced 
either to apostatize or leave the 
country. Mass was suppressed and 
the clergy banished. Under union 
of the Protestant Church and the 
State in Prussia, Catholics under- 
went severe persecutions. Until 
recent years Catholics were not 
even permitted in Norway, Swe- 
den and Denmark, in all of which 
countries there is union between 
the Lutheran Church and the State. 
Catholics do not enjoy the rights 
of members of the State Church in 
those nations. The practice then 
was not different from the prac- 
tice today in countries behind the 
Iron Curtain where only one Chuch, 
namely the Orthodox, is given gov- 
ernment recognition. 


The regimes of these countries 
are communistic and atheistic, but 
recognition is given to one Church 
provided it will assist in the firm- 
er establishment and promotion of 
Bolshevism. There was never such 
intimate union between any nation 
and the Catholic Church as that 
which obtains in a number of Prot- 
estant countries, where the head 
of the Church and the head of the 
State is the identical person. In

( aerea es appointed by Con- 
gress are presently investigat- 
ing text books used in the public 
schools and deliberating on the ad- 
visability of having Communist and 
Communist-sympathizing teachers 
discharged from the public schools 
and from colleges and universities 
supported by the State. 


In the matter of true American- 
ism. the Catholic schools have a 
perfect record. Never has there 
been a subversive textbook in use 
in any Catholic school of the na- 
tion, and never has there ever. been 
a Communist teacher employed. 

If the parochial schools follow 
the identical curriculum imposed 
by State authorities on public 
schools and teach it most efficient- 
ly, as available statistics would 
clearly prove, why should they be 
penalized if in addition to that cur- 
riclum one period of the day be 
devoted to the instruction of the 
child concerning his origin, his 
purpose on earth, his destiny, and 
the means by which that destiny is 
to be reached? All the original 
schools in the United States were 
built on that pattern. 

At the time when, under Horace 
Mann, the present public school 
system was established, practical- 
ly all Americans were affiliated 
with some religious body, and were 
quite regular church attendants. 
Most public school teachers were 
also Sunday School teachers, and 
were able to enroll the school chil- 
dren in their Sunday School 
classes. And down the years until 
the last generation the MeGuffy 
Readers used in the public schools 
kept the child mindful of the eter- 
nal things. Their lessons were 
built chiefly round God, Christ, the 
fundamentai doctrines of religion, 
and religious ideals. 

It has been chiefly during our 
generation that every vestige of 
religion has been removed from 
the schools so that they have be- 
come, in effect at least, atheistic. 
The public schools are still staffed, 
in large numbers, by men and wo-

Clergy Tax Exempt 


Rep. L. Gary Clemente (D.-N.Y.) 
has introduced legislation in the 
House which would give ordained 
ministers an additional income tax 
exemption of $600. The bill was 
referred to the House committee on 
ways and means. 

The measure describes a duly or- 
dained minister as “a person who 
has been officially ordained, in ac- 
cordance with the ceremonial, rit- 
ual or discipline of a church, re- 
ligious sect, or organization estab- 
lished on the basis of a community 
of faith and belief, doctrines and 
practices of a religious character, 
to preach and to teach the doctrines 
of such church, sect or organiza- 
tion and to administer the rites and 
ceremonies thereof in public wor- 
ship.” 

It further provides that the min- 
ister be one who “as his regular 
and customary vocation preaches 
and teaches the principles of relig- 
ion and administers the ordinances 
of public worship as embodied in 
the creed or principles of such 
church, sect, or organization.”

Why Not Prevention? 

A religious upbringing is cer- 
tainly the best preventive of juve- 
nile delinquency, but rather than 
make religious instruction avail- 
able to the child even at the re- 
quest of parents, whose place the 
school actually holds, our states- 
men are willing to drop this only 
preventive remedy and hope to re- 
duce juvenile delinquency by pro- 
viding recreation for them away 
from dangerous places. No one 
adopts that principle in any other 
relationship.

Efficiency Of The 
Parish Schools 


ANY labor under the very 
erroneous impression that 
parochial schools must be second 
rate, assuming, without investiga- 
tion, that no private school system 
could possibly compete success- 
fully with a State system, sup- 
ported by taxation. But the facts 
are that the parish schools are, 
generally speaking, more efficient, 
grade for grade, in the conduct 
of the State inforced curriculum. 
In competitive contests in spelling, 
writing, mathematics, chemistry, 
rochial school children more 
requently excel, 


The explanation is found in the 

eater self-sacrificing spirit of the 

isters and Brothers. For them 
teaching is not a temporary voca- 
tion, not a job by which to make 
a living, but a life-long dedication, 
motivated solely by a desire to 
serve and to sanctify themselves 
by instructing children of God. 


The lay teacher has his or her 
evenings free for dates, for social 
life, while the religious spends that 
time in prayer and in preparation 
for his or her classes. They re- 
ceive school journals, have their 
institutes the same as public school 
teachers do, and spend parts of 
their vacation at Summer schools 
for the extension of their knowl- 
edge and to keep abreast of the 
times in the education field. 


Not Merely To Keep 
Them Together 


Critics of the non-public schools 
argue that separate schools tend 
to promote isolation of one group 
of children from another, and hold 
that the community spirit suffers 
from it. The charge is baseless, 
for the same curriculum is taught 
in all schools, and children mingle 
together in their respective neigh- 
borhoods, after school, over week- 
ends and during long vacations.

This Dawson recently stirred 
the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion, meeting at Oklahoma City 
only a month ago, to pass a 
resolution denunciatory of the 
Vatican for interfering with 
American affairs. Of course,

Most of the 
organizers of the POAU (Pro- 
testants and Other Americans 
United) have been friendly to 
Moscow, and visited that coun- 
try, and praised the “religious 
freedom” which does not prevail 
there. Some others among them 
were once the strongest advo- 
cates of released time religious 
instruction, and were even in- 
stigators of that movement, 
which allowed public school chil- 
dren to receive religious in- 
struction either in or outside 
the schools once or twice a week, 
upon the request of parents.

The pearly-gate-angels- 
and-harps notion is one like that. 
Others, like the girl-studded oases 
of the Mohammedan dream of 
after-life are accepted by millions 
of persons in the world today, but 
still fall apart when they are driven 
through the shakedown of a little 
serious thought. Still others, far 
from picturing heaven as’ an un- 
ending round of bodily thrills, paint 
it.up as a dreary p where an 
uninteresting god sits listening dis- 
interestedly to an uninterrupted 
chant of mechanical prayers. So 
they too are hay-wire. 

But enough toying with the queer 
and saddening ideas of a _ half- 
cracked world. Life is short. So 
short in fact that the only way to 
enjoy it is to look forward to 
heaven, the kind of heaven which 
you can understand—and look for. 
That is the real heaven. And it is 
the heaven which exists precisely 
because God is three Persons, be- 
cause Christ is real, and because 
love is the first rule of spiritual 
life. Complicated? We'll see. But 
remember, that is the heaven to- 
ward which all of us ought to be 
striving, and the best of us cannot 
know too much about it. 

What is the minimum? Maybe to 
know that heaven is a condition 
of existence and a place of the 
greatest happiness—a place in 
which good angels and sinless men 
enjoy the possession of God in a 
way that’ earth cannot know. To 
know even this is. to know quite 
a bit. Of course, it is more to 
know, as the saints know, that 
loving God ig more pleasing, more 
satisfying, more rewarding than 
any other human action, The joy 
of human love is but an incalcul- 
able fraction of the joy that domes 
with loving God.

in the year 251, two of the leading churchmen, one being 


Cornelius, the other Novatos, 


fell out; and that Cornelius 


founded what is now the Catholic Church, while Novatos 


founded what is now the Baptist church. 


Kindly publish, 


in Our Sunday Visitor, the facts. 


The contention of your Baptist 
friend is an ironical comment on 
the claims of the Baptists that 
no form save immersion is valid 
baptism, inasmuch as Novatian, 
or Novatos, was never immersed. 
St. Cornelius gives an account of 
his baptism, as also does Tertul- 
lian, who was an acknowledged 
authority among the Novatians, 
and both say that he was baptized 
by affusion at a time when it was 
thought Novatos was about to die. 
It is stated, furthermore, by both 
Cornelius and Tertullian, that 
Novatos’ clinical baptism, being so 
unusual in that day, was regarded 
by most of the clergy and laity 
of the Church as an impediment 
to his reception of holy orders. 


Many Baptists claim that John 
the Baptist founded their church. 
How does this agree with your 
friend’s contention? But then, 
there is no general agreement 
among them concerning when and 
where the Baptist church origin- 
ated. However, if Novatos started 
it, it is clearly not the Church of 
Christ. 

After St. Cornelius had been 
elected (March, 251), to succeed 
Fabian as Pope, Novatos called 
to Rome three bishops, personal 
friends of his, whom he persuaded 
to consecrate him as a rival of 
Cornelius, although Cornelius had 
been acclaimed by the united voice 
of Christendom. Immediately he 
dispatched letters to various parts 
of the Christian world, and was 
able to divide some of the church- 
es; but, by the time of Pope 
Stephen the breach had quite heal- 


7 —— 


ed and Novatianism was fast fad- 


ing away. 


Novatian of Carthage, who fav- 
ored laxity in dealing with those 
who had lapsed under stress of 
pagan persecution, was one of 
Novatos’ strongest supporters; 
yet Novatos affected great ‘sever- 
ity in dealing with these lapsi, de- 
claring that the Catholic Church, 
in receiving them back at all, had 
become apostate. Novatos himself 
had fied from the persecutiond, 
had hidden himself away in a cell 
and had refused to come out un- 
til the danger had passed, although 
urged to take his stand for Christ 
by the Catholics. Nevertheless he 


‘contended that the Church could 
not absolve certain sins, such as 
‘idolatry and adultery, and said 


that those who had committed 
them should never be received back 
into communion even at the hour 
of death. His followers claimed, 
with Tertullian, that it was wrong 
to flee from persecution, under 
any circumstances, and they made 
a practice of rebaptizing those who 
had been baptized by the Catho- 
lics, under the pretense that only 
the Novatians, the church of the 
“Pure,” had proper orders. In 
Phrygia and other parts they 
easily combined with the Montan- 
ists in declaring that all the sacra- 
ments, if administered by anyone 
in “mortal sin,” were invalid. Just 
how they reconciled this conten- 
tion, for their own orders as valid, 
with the notoriously immoral lives 
of many of their own clergy is 
hard te determine.

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“catharoi” or “Cathari,” and there 
were a few in Alexandria as late 
as 600 A.D. Novatos was excom- 
municated in 261 and was thus 
cut off from the universal church, 
and the sect formed by him finally 
disappeared. Heretics and schis- 
matics, however, there were in 
every age of the Church’s history; 
but there is no necessary connec- 
tion between the Novatians, Dona- 
tists, Paulicians, Petrobrusians, 
and Cathari of the twelfth cen- 
tury, save that all of them, once 
separated from the Church, calum- 
niated her as “apostate” because 
she granted forgiveness and recon- 
ciliation to all who repented. 


Mr. W. H. Lyons, in his “Study 
of the Sects,” p. 119, says: “It 
was in Holland that the English 
Irnidependents, or Brownists, first 
came into contact with Anabaptist 
doctrines; and one of their minis- 
ters, the Rev. John Smyth, be- 
came a convert to them, and 
formed a new church, part of which 
came to London in 1612. The early 
history of the sect there is un- 
certain; but it is known that the 
church existed in 1633, and from 
that time adherents multiplied 
fast.” As for the Anabaptists, so- 
called because of their insistence 
on rebaptizing, by immersion, and 
their rejection of. infant baptism, 
the first record we have of them 
is at Zwickau, in Saxony, in 1521. 
At this time Nicholas Storch, a 
professed prophet, wih twelve 
apostles and seventy disciples 
whom he had ordained, came to 
Wittenberg, where they soon 
clashed with Martin Luther. The 
Reformation opened the flood gates 
for a host of fanatical preachers, 
all claiming to be directly inspired 
from God, and agreeing in nothing 


save their opposition to the Catho- 
lic Church. 


In 1534, the Anabaptists con- 
centrated at Muenster, where they 
proclaimed their “free republic of 
Christ,” a common-wealth with- 
out either ecclesiastical or civil 
authority. However, one of their 
number, John of Leyden, soon set 
himself up as King, took unto him- 
self seventeen wives, and expelled 
from the city all who would not 
submit to be rebaptized. This mil- 
lennial Baptist state lasted only 
a year; after which the city of 
Muenster was captured and John 
Krechting his “chancellor,” an 
Knipperdolling, his “royal execu- 
tioner,” were put to death. One of 
the principal tenets of the sect was 
| the doctrine of Antinomianism, 
the idea that salvation, once gain- 
ed, could never be lost, no matter 
what immoralities were commit- 
ted by “the child of God.”

A ‘Plug’ For

S a member of the only nation- 
al social Catholic fraternity 
in the United States, I am much 
concerned about the popularity and 
extension of “Phi Kappa.” I am 
writing to you in hopes that a 
small portion of the Youth Section 
may be used to explain the pur- 
pose of our great fraternity and 
familiarize more Catholics with 
it. From my general observation 
few Catholics distinguish it from 
other social fraternities. 

Following is a little data about 
Phi Kappa: Phi Kappa was found- 
ed in 1889 at Brown University, 
Rhode Island. There are now 28 
active chapters in 16 states and 
Washington, D..C. These chapters 
extend from the state of Maine 
on the east coast to the state of 
Washington on the west coast. 

Phi Kappa is a social fraternity 
of Catholic men chartered -‘“‘to 
promote social and intellectual pro- 
grams among its members, to iden- 
tify students and alumni more 
closely with their college and to 
cultivate a spirit of loyalty to their 
Alma Mater.” Phi Kappa is dis- 
tinguished from other social fra- 
ternities in that it lays down as 
a first principle the Followship of 
Faith. This means that the men 
living together in our.colleges and 
universities are banded together to 
stand and uphold their Catholicity 
in the very face of unbelief and 
wavering religious convictions. 

The only publication of the fra- 
ternity is The Temple of Phi Kappa 
which is a quarterly magazine con- 
taining chapter news and activities. 

In view of communism, some of 
which is infecting our secular col- 
leges, I think it fitting that Cath- 
olics know that Phi Kappa is up- 
holding Catholicism and is repre- 
‘sented among the numerous na- 
tional social fraternities.

With the permission of Pope Pius 
X he built at Rome the Church of 
St. Joseph’s Death which the same 
supreme Pontiff made the Arch- 
confraternity and Center of all 
Pious Unions in honor of St. Jo- 
seph for the Dying. 


The Priest’s Unit 


“Father Guanella’s successor in- 
troduced the Priest’s Unit which 
requires a yearly Mass from every 
priest member for the salvation 
of the dying. At this time about 
four million laymen and one hun- 
dred thousand priests are members, 


Requirements For 
Pious Union 


“Requirements for membership 
in the Pious Union are: registra- 
tion of Christian and family names, 
and prayers for the dying. In- 
dulgences granted to the Pious Un- 
ion are: Plenary, on the day of 
reception, on the feast of the Holy 
Family, on the feasts of St. Jo- 
seph (March 19th and third Wed- 
nesday after Easter), on every day 
a member attends Mass and re- 
ceives Communion and prays for 
the dying, and at the hour of 
death. Partial indulgences are a 
hundred days indulgence for every 
act of piety or charity for the 
dying; three hundred days indulg- 
ence for every recitation of this 
prayer: “St. h, Foster-Fath-

and live. In the Our Father He 
dedicates two petitions to the dy- 
ing: Thy Kingdom come; deliver 
us from evil. For no sinner does 
Jesus want us to pray more than 
for the dying because the latter is 
in such dire need. : 


“There are three ways we can 
help Dying Sinners: Prayer, Sacri- 
fice, and Catholic Action. In beg- 
ging Heaven to grant our own 
prayers or any approved form of 
prayer: Missal, rosary, litanies, 
special prayers for this intention. 
We offer up the prayers through 
the hands of St. Joseph. The most 
powerful act of piety for the dy- 
ing is Mass, either attended or 
said for this purpose. Through a 
Mass ordered for the dying, no 
doubt, many souls are saved. Some 
day when you desire a special 
favor from heaven, have a Mass 
read for the dying in honor of St. 
Joseph. You will find this method 
as efficacious as having Masses 
said for the Poor Souls. 


“Sacrifice: Another way to help 
is through offering the trials and 
mortifications of daily life. Make 
your offering for the salvation of 
dying sinners through the hands 
of St. Joseph. 


“Catholic Action: By Catholic 
Action is meant priestly care. 
There are two kinds of sick calls: 
the priest’s sick call and the lay- 
man’s sick call. In both we can 
help the dying. 

“In the Priest’s Sick Call the 
cooperation of the laity is needed. 
In cases of Catholics hurt in an 
accident, in eases of dying fallen- 
away Catholics, and in cases of 
dying non-Catholics desirous of 
conversion, the priest can be sum- 
moned. Prepare the dying person, 
while waiting for the priest by say- 
ing with him the Our Father, Hail 
Mary and the Act of Contrition. 
Then, if there is time, you can be- 
gin the rosary. After the priest’s 
visit, if the patient is obviously 
dying, recite the liturgical prayers 
for the dying. 

“Where a priest cannot be called 
the layman’s sick eall will substi- 
tute, and in necessity the layman 
may baptize dying infants. If the 
parents are non-Catholics, the lay- 
man must be sure that the child 
will die. Therefore, it is important 
that every Catholic know how to 
baptize. ou? Here is the 
formula: Baptism is conferred by 
the same person pouring the water 
on the skin of the forehead until 
it flows saying: ‘I baptize thee in 
the Name of the Father and of 
the Son and of the Holy Ghost.’

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White Fathers Superior 
Ends Year's Tour Of East 


Africa, Sees Progress 


Cairo—(NC) — Bishop Louis 
Durrieu, Superior General of the 
White Fathers’ Society, has com- 
pleted a full year’s tour of the 
White Fathers’ missions in East 
Africa. In his 27,530-mile trip he 
visited 165 missions situated in 21 
oe and Prefectures Apos- 
tolic. 


On his visit here to Archbishop 
Arthur Hughes, Papal Internuncio 
to Egypt and a member of the 
White Fathers, Bishop Durrieu 
said that tremendous strides had 
been. made by the missionaries 
since they first. began work in 
these areas in 1879. Among a 
population of eight million there 
are three million Catholics and 
150,000 catechumens. The mis- 
sions are staffed by 1,000 White 
Fathers, 253 White Brothers, 360 
White Sisters, 315 native diocesan 
priests, 880 native Sisters, 125 
native Brothers and 100 members 
of other institutions. 


Bishop Durrieu proposed three 
facing the missionaries: (1) the 
training of native workers; (2) 
the building of new schools with 
modern equipment, and (3) im- 
provement of press facilities to 
allow each locality to publish ma- 
terial in its own dialect. The na- 
tives are developing a keen desire 
for reading, but the multiplicity of 
the dialects makes preparation of 
a ig matter difficult, the Bishop 
said.

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Archbishop Beran Isolated, 
Premier's Threatening Talk 


Held To Portend Early Arrest

A wall of silence is again sur- 
rounding Archbishop Josef Ber- 


an of Prague, while the world is 
waiting to see whether the pat- 
tern of religious persecution in 
Czechoslovakia will be worked 
out to the same shocking conclu- 
sion as it was a few months ago 
in neighboring Hungary. 


There are many indications to 
support fears that Archbishop 
Beran is facing arrest in the near 
future and “trial” on spurious 
charges similar to those brought 
against Cardinal Mindszenty. 


The most ominous develep- 
ment in that respect was a na- 
tionwide radio talk by the Czech- 
oslovak Premier Antonin Zapo- 
tocky, in which he accused Arch- 
bishop Beran by name of partic- 
ipating “in political actions 
against the republic,” and added: 
“Legal action will be taken 
against all saboteurs, provocat- 
eurs and instigators of discord 
and unrest.” 


The Prime Minister accused 
the Czechoslovakia hieharchy of 
“nersecuting” priests and warned 
that the regime would “not tol- 
erate that Archbishop Beran and 
the Bishops should terrorize and 
ravish the freedom of conviction 
of patriotic priests.” He also said 
the government welcomed the 
“spontaneous Catholic Action 
movement” and would protect 
“all those thousands of patriotic 
priests who remain faithful to 
the republic and want to work 
for its benefit.” 

Meanwhile, the American Gov- 
ernment took official notice of 
the developments in Czechoslo- 
vakia, when Secretary of State 
Acheson issued a statement 
branding the attacks on the 
Prague Archbishop “as a critical 
point in the calculated campaign 
of a totalitarian dictatorship to 
make impossible the preservation 
of the freedom and rights of re- 
ligious organizations in Czecho- 
slovakia.’ 

Saying that the restrictions 
imposed by “an ‘intolerant police 
state . . . violate the rights of 
conscience and the decencies of 
civilization,” the statement ad- 
ded: “The systematic effort to 
subvert religious organizations 
(in Czechoslovakia) follows the — 


pattern of repression already 
established in Hungary, Bulgaria 
and other countries of Eastern 
Europe under authoritarian com- 
munist regimes,” 


While the communist govern- 
ment’s propaganda machine 


claimed continued progress of, 
and “popular” support for the 


phony “Catholic Action,” which 
the Holy See’s excommunication 
decree denounced as fraudulent 
and schismatic, news reports de- 
pict the pressure methods used to 
solicit membership signatures. 
Many government employees are 
quoted as saying that only fear 
of losing their positions induced 
them to join the “Action” group. 
Many priests said their names 
had been added without any 
authorization. 


Cable dispatches from the 
N.C.W.C. correspondent in Rome 
declare that “the speed and di- 
rectness with which the Holy See 
has acted in supporting Arch- 


bishop. Beran has been the topic ° 


of considerable discussion in un- 
official Vatican circles.” 
Meanwhile the communist-con- 
trolled press and leaders of the 
so-called “Catholic Action” ech- 
oed the pronouncement of the 
Czech premier with such asser- 
tations as, “we are loyal members 
of the Roman Catholic Church 
and also wish to 


wee 


remain loyal to 


our beloved country.” The press 
continues the communist prop- 
aganda line that there is “re- 
ligious liberty” in Czechoslovakia 
and that the measures of the 
regime are merely directed 
against “abuse” of the pulpit 
for “anti-state political pur- 
poses.” 

Unconfirmed reports from oth- 
er centers in Czechoslovakia say 
that a number of priests have 
been arrested, particularly in 
Moravia, and that Archbishop 
Josef Matocha of Olomouc is be- 
ing subjected to the same im- 
pediments as those effected 
against Archbishop Beran.

Bishop Oxnam did not answer 
Cardinal Spellman’s statement, but 
only tried to belittle the prelate. 
The Barden Bill, he said, was pro- 

osed for the preservation of pub- 
ic education and “its protection 
from a prelate with a prehensible 
(grasping) hand.” 

Oxnam further said that the 
Cardinal “has used the term ‘bigot’ 
freely of late. Now we know what 
he means by it. Anyone who dis- 
agrees with the Cardinal or ob- 
jects to the hierarchy putting its 

ands in the public treasury is a 
bigot.” 

One could not even conceive of 
Catholics organizing and cam- 
aigning to prevent the participa- 
ion of Methodists, Baptists, Pres- 
byterians or Jews in school funds, 

they had, as Catholics have, ten 
per cent of the entire elementary 
school population in their own 
schools. 

It was with reference to such 
organization against Catholics that 
Cardinal Spellman spoke out.

Better Living To Result From 
Scientific Research Underway 
In Notre Dame Laboratories 


Notre Dame—Improved televis- 
ion reproduction, a better under- 
standing of the production of sulfa 
drugs and an effective means of 
measuring X-ray waves a million 
times smaller than a visible light 
wave may ultimately result from 
three research projects now under- 
way at the University of Notre 
Dame. 


The three Notre Dame projects 
are being sponsored by the Ke- 
search Corporation. The non-profit 
corporation has. offices in New 
York, Chicago and Los Angeles, and 
has distributed nearly $4,000,000 in 

rants since its founding in 1912. 

ecent grants for the three Notre 
Dame projects total $16,500. 

Five Notre Dame scientists are 
engaged in research on the pro- 
jects. Dr. E. A. Coomes and Dr. 
A, A. Petrauskas, of the Depart- 
ment of Physics, are studying the 
production of electrons at solid sur- 
faces, which might have important 
bearing on improved television re- 
production; Dr. Bernard Waldman 
and Dr. Walter Miller, also of the 
Department of Physics, are using 
the 4,000,000 volt electrostatic 


generator (atom smasher) at No-|. 


tre Dame to produce and study X- 
rays; and Dr. Charles C. Price, 
Head of the Department of Chem- 
istry, heads a project which is em- 
ploying radioactive isotopes to 
study the position to which new 
atom groups may be attached 
through chemieal reaction to the 
Benzine Ring. . 

Dr. Coomes and Dr. Petrauskas 
are studying the emission of elec- 
‘trons from a single crystal cathode 
which is installed in a vacuum tube 
whose vacuum has been developed 
to one ten-thousendth of a mil- 
lionth of an atmosphere. The reason 

or the great vacuum is that elec- 
trons flow more freely when there 
are fewer gas atoms to collide with. 

The Notre Dame scientists’ re- 
search is confined to tracing the 
production of electrons back to the 
atoms from which they come and 
the processes by which they are re- 
leased from atoms. Success will 
mean science will know in a more 
exact way the story of the mater- 
ials of electronics. It will know 
how to improve and explain the 
action of existing materials and 
discover new ones. For example, 
it could lead to better television 
eproduction because a more fruit- 
ful electron source would result 
in more sensitive television tubes. 
More sensitive tubes would require 
less amplification of signals, re- 
sulting in a loss of background 
“snow” or picture static. | 

Dr, Waldman and Dr. Miller are 


using the Notre Dame atom smash- |. 


er to produce X-rays for study. The 
X-rays are produced by building up 
a negative charge in a metal sphere 
in the atom smasher and then re- 
leasing electrons at a cathode in 


one end of the generator’s 20- 
foot vacuum tube. The tremendous 
charge blasts these electrons al- 
most as fast as the speed of light. 
Target for the electrons is a thin 
piece of gold foil at the other end 
of the vacuum tube. When elec- 
trons hit this target they produce 
X-rays. 


The Notre Dame scientists are 
using a rare element called indium, 
which somewhat resembles lead, 
for studying the X-rays. Indium 
absorbes X-rays and become radio- 
active and with this radioactive 
indium, tests can commence. The 
information gained by studying the 
indium with a Geiger Counter is 
correlated and the scientists then 
try to draw conclusions. Their in- 
vestigation may yield valuable in- 
formation on high speed electrons 
and how they interact with mat- 
ter, the measurement of an X-ray 
wave, and the nature of X-rays 
when produced by electrons at dif- 
ferents speeds.

Success in Dr. Price’s research 
project would mean a better under- 
standing of the Benzene Rin 
chemical reactions which are use 
to make such common commercial 
compounds as sulfa drugs, aspirin 
almost all dyes and vitimins and 
K, which are all benzene deriva- 
tives. 

In undertaking the project, Dr. 
Price is working on one of the old- 
est problems in organic chemistry, 
that of studying the position to 
which new atom groups may be at- 
tached to the Benzene Ring through 
chemical reactions. The purpose 
of the Notre Dame investigation 
is to obtain more exact data than 
has yet been possible in order to 
understand more clearly the fac- 
tors which can influence the po- 
sition in the ring, or why the new 
atom groups rush to a particular 
carbon atom, ignoring the others. 

This will be studied by prepar- 
ing benzene derivatives containing 
radioactive tracer atoms, such as 
radioactive carbon or bromine, so 
that even minute amounts of the 
various compounds formed can be 
traced and identified at their var- 
ious positions in the Benzene Ring. 


Priest Opens Fourth 
Charitable Center; 
Has Aided 300,000 


Santiago, Chile—(NC)—With a 
record of having provided lodging 
for 300,000 poor people in the past 
five years, the Rev. Alberto Hurta- 
do Cruchaga, S.J., has opened a 
fourth charitable center here which 
will care for homeless youths, The 
priest already operates institutions 
for homeless women and infants, 
for poor or disabled men and an 
agricultural school to train needy 
youths to become farmers. 

Construction on the new center 
was begun a year ago after a con- 
tribution of one million pesos 
(about $13,000) was made by the 
faithful of this city. Engineers, 
architects, business men and others 
volunteered their services for the 
erection of the three-story build- 
ing. Catering to youth between 
the ages of 15 and 20, it is equipp- 
ed with dormitories, reading and 
sitting rooms, workshops and a 
swimming pool. There is a sports 
arena nearby. Homeless youths 
will be trained for trades and office 
work to enable them to earn a 
livelihood. 


Started At Yalta 


Madrid -— (Radio—NC)— The 
establishment of a fraudulent 
“Catholic Action” organization by 
‘the. communist-dominated regime 
of Czechoslovakia is part of a So- 
viet scheme dating as far back as 
the Yalta Conference of the “ Big 
Three” in February, 1945, accord- 
ing to Bishop Zacarias de Vigcar- 
ra, national moderator of Spanish 
Catholic Action. 


Citing as his source “reports 
coming from the United States af- 
ter the Yalta Conference,” the Bis- 
hop told the annual national con- 
vention of Catholic men held here, 
that Stalin attempted at the time 
to use the late President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt in an effort to bring 
about the suppression of Catholic 
Action organizations in all west- 
ern countries. 

The ee said that Stalin 
sought to induce the late Presi- 
dent to use his influence on the 
Vatican through his personal re- 
presentative, Myron C. Taylor, to 
effect the dissolution of Catholic 
Action groups, particularly those 
functioning in Spain. 

Because the Soviet leader fail- 
ed in achieving his desires, the 
Bishop continued, he then decided 
to “neutralize” Catholic Action by 
setting up fraudulent movements 
under the name of “Catholic Act- 
ion,” as has already happened in 
Hungary and is now taking place 
in Czechoslovakia, 

The Bishop depicted the perse- 
cution of the Church by the Czech- 
oslovak regime, whose hated is 
centered on Archbishop Josef Ber- 
an of Prague. He described So- 
viet ssithods in setting up schools 
and “seminaries” for the training

Arlington, Va, — (NC)—The 
Rev, Jan Joos, 1.H.M., pioneer in 
Catholic broadcasting in China, is 
now in the United States to study 
broadcasting methods here while 
en route to his native Belgium. He 
left China a few months ago to 
take a year’s vacation in Belgium 
and is scheduled to return. to 
China in June, 1950. The mission- 
ary stopped for a few days at the 
society’s U.S. headquarters here. 
He spent three weeks In Holly- 
wood studying the production of 
radio broadcasts and was impress- 
ed by the offers of help he re- 
ceived from top-flight stars. He 
will study radio techniques in New 
York and Canada before leaving 
for Belgium at the end of 
July, 

Father Joos began Catholic 
radio broadcasts in Peiping soon 
after the end of World War I 
after being freed from a Japanese 
concentration camp. It was mainly 
due to his initiative that before 
the communists took over Peiping 
the city had four daily, six weekly 
and two monthly Catholic radio 
programs. 


The priest was later appointed 
executive secretary of the Theater 
and Radio Section of the Catholic 
Central Bureau in Shanghai. Be- 
fore the Reds swept down from 
the north, Shanghai had one daily 
and four weekly Catholic radio pro- 
grams. Nanking had a Catholic 
radio station, owned by Archbisho 
Paul Yu Pin of Nanking, which 
broadcast three Catholic programs 
daily. Tientsin had three monthly 
Catholic programs, Hankow one 
fortnightly Catholic program, Tai- 
yuan a weekly Catholic program 
and Suiyuan three weekly Catho- 
lic programs,

His coat-of-arms differs somewhat 
from the customary heraldic de- 
signs of the coats of American pre- 
lates. Simple in design. the coat-
